"K, we 
arrested this aabjeet at SL?1 Ellis Street and brought hi* to the Honlclde 
Office for fcooktnff. While Det. l«avBllo and sgraelf were booking -WtIs prisoner, 
we heard Vim police radio announce that the President had been shot and was 
anroute to Parkland Hospital. Bet. I^avelle and I placed this prisoner In 
jail and proceeded to the location of the shooting at Elm and Houston. t«h«n 
we arrived at the loeaticn, we fteind that the Book Depository was sealed off 
for aearoh. Det. teavalle went in one dlreetioc, and I want to the rear of 
the buildtn^ and entered. I saw aoTeral officers and proceeded to the sixth 
floor. X oontaoted Capt. Fritz. Capt. Frits advised ne and Det. 6. L. Senkii, 
who was already there, to bring the eimloyees of this building to the Homicide 
Office and ^et affidayits from theio. Det. fenkel and T brought three of these 
snployees to the office, and T took an affidavit frran a William R. Shelley, 
w/i"/37, of 1?6 ."onth T«tTO Street, FB 7-1069. While I was taking this affidavit 
frow Mr. Sh«llgf8 (rroup of officers brought a lee Harvey Oswald In, and these 
officers stated that he was the one tVat *ot officer J, Tl, Ticplt. Mr. Shelley 
saw this Oswald, and told ne that he was one of his employees at the hook store. 
After I to<* liie affidavit frosi Mr. Shelley In regards to his whereabouts and 
action after the shooting, I took a second one from bin relating to the employ- 
aant and job supervision of Oswald.
